Pleisty has resumed his custom 
of sleeping away the winter. 
Pleisty —if 
introduction 
is 
necessary —is one of the toads 
which aroused a furor of scien­ 
tific argument by emerging alive 
from balls 
of rock-like clay 
found in a stratum of the Pleis­ 
tocene age. Believing that 
the 
reptile belonged 
to that older 
generation, dating back some 
500,000 to 750,000 
y ears, his 
owner, A. H. Holloman, named 
him after it. 
The stratum in which the im­ 
prisoned toads were found is in 
Hollomans’ gravel pit on top o! 
the highest hill 
in 
Tillm an; 
county . Although it is more than 
200 feet above the present bed of 
the north fork of the Red river 
and some ten miles away , geo­ 
logists agree the stratum once 
lay in the river bed and 
was 


lifted by erosion. 
While some of the toads were 
found before the rescue of their 
famous horned cousin from the 
cornerstone of a court house at 
Eastland, Tex., where it was re­ 
presented to have lived 30 y ears 
without food, and* water, 
their 
discovery was not announced 
until later for fear of ridicule. 
All the toads were virtually 
transparents when they were 
freed from their rock prisons. 
Their 
skins were white, anu 
print could 
be 
read through 
their bodies. Their stomachs had 
shriveled and their mouths had 
grown shut, but they were un­ 
mistakably alive. 
Some died immediately after 
exposure, but Holloman 
saved 
several by bury ing them in sand 
and gradually acclimating them. 
One died when a kind-hearted 
woman provide a feast in tlie 
form of a worm. There has been 
no effort to feed the survivors, 
but they 
live day after day , 
breathing perceptibly .

COLD WAVE GENERAL 
Chicago, Jan. 26—<7B)—Winter 
today had encased the north, 
south, and middle wests in snow 
and sub-zero weather and pelt­ 
ed the east with snow, sleet, and 
rain.

I have no way 
of learning, 
what connection if any, existed 
between them, but both were on 
part of the land now listed in J. 
A. Looney’s name. Sixty years 
ago, Ben Davis, 
at this point- 
was rich in Indian relics—arrow 
heads, tiles and 
stone 
toma­ 
hawks. Not far to the east was an 
Indian village, where many re­ 
lics are still found. Oifr readers 
will remember the story of Ma­ 
honing Válley and that of Ben 
Davis, an Indian chief and his 
tragic end. 
In January 1839 , John Andis of 
Orange township, deeded to the 
Methodist Episcopal church, one 
acre in the northwest corner of 
his farm located in section 7, 
township 12, range 8 east, 
just 
! south of 
where 
Gowdy 
now 
stands. 
In December 1830 William B. 
Laughlin deeded to the Presby­ 
terian church the site on First 
street in Rushville, so long used 
by that church and now the 
property of Tanpah Tribe, I. O. 
R. M. The present building, 
a 
substantial brick, is nearly nine­ 
ty years old. 
Near this location was a Reg­ 
ular Baptist church, called Big 
Flat Rock, which was organized 
early in the 20’s. Church build­ 
ings cannot 
be 
located 
by 
church organizations, for the 
early settlers met at the most 
central point in each commun­ 
ity and in such building as was 
handy—house, school house or 
rudely 
constructed 
meeting 
house, built as were the school 
buildings, of logs 
and clap­ 
boards. 
Remember we had no other 
m aterial nor any way of getting 
it. Saw mills were unknown for 
years afterward. We had no 
roads, nor log wagons but it 
must never be forgotten, for it is 
the brightest gem in our county 
history, that the early settlers of 
Rush county were a God serving 
people, nor can it be truthfully 
said, that this ancestral trait 
has disappeared, for Rush coun­ 
ty ranks second in that respect, 
to no other in the state. 
We find a Baptist organization 
in W ashington township, at East 
Fork, meeting at the home 
of 
William Jackson and Eder Cald­ 
well, its pastor. Another was lo­ 
cated near Raleigh 
and was 
called 
“Zion 
Church.” 
The 
church stood on the lot now oc­ 
cupied by the Christian church, 
just west of Raleigh. 
Here in 1845, a “split” took 
place in the Baptist church and 
one faction, headed by Elder 
John Sparks withdrew from the 
Zion congregation and in a com­ 
promise were given the property 
at East Fork. 
Wilson Thompson from Fay­ 
ette county and of the Williams’ 
Creek colony, was the leader of 
the Rf guiar Baptists, and one of 
the m st aggressive and out­ 
spoken of his day, in behalf of 
his faith. I am unable to learn 
w hat relation, he was, to John 
P. Thompson, but 
they were 
brothers or near relatives. 
These churches were subject to 
the jurisdiction of the White 
W ater 
Association 
and 
the 
• split” was caused, by the cen­ 
sure of Elder Sparks, by Elder 
Hatfield, in such offensive lan­ 
guage, tha t Sparks filed charges 
against Hatfield, before the As­ 
sociation. Sparks had advocated 
conditional salvation and 
this 
occasioned Hatfield’s criticism, 
Thompson defended Hatfield, 
whose fellowship had been w ith­ 
drawn and David Drummonds 
supported the church in its ex­ 
clusion of Hatfield.

In my boyhood at what is now

The school 
house near by, was known as 
Bunker Hill and across the road, 
to the north, still may be seen 
a grave yard, about a rod square

Whenever the ball is loose in 
the air, near the basket, these 
elongated Californians, because 
of their superior stature, uncork 
a wizardly art of tip-ins. 
Always, their offensive men 
function with their arms above 
their heads. Even when not in 
possession of the ball they run 
with their arms high. Wiien re­ 
ceiving a pass, they qlrive hard 
and meet the ball high 
in the 
air with a two-handed 
catch. 
And, many times, with the ball 
still high above 
their 
heads, 
they will return 
the pass or 
shoot for a goal before they 
alight. 
Indeed, the Californians’ of­ 
fense is not unlike a high-grade 
combination of volley ball and 


basketball. To me, it seemed a 
transition between the two. 
In 
volley ball, the player cannot 
catch the ball, it must be batted 
or tipped. 
The 
Californians 
sometimes caught the ball, but 
more often used a quick tip- 
flip. 
Unlike the mid-western am a­ 
teur teams and the eastern pro­ 
fessional teams, the Californians 
have not yet learned the stalling 
game. In time, it will reach the 
coast. 
Two days prior 
to our de­ 
parture for the Pacific coast, we 
met the 
University 
of Notre 
Dame in a two-game series. The 
Notre Dame system is predicated 
on the 
delayed offensive 
or 
stalling tactics. They play for a 
one point advantage and when 
this one point is secured, they 
go 
immediately 
into 
a 1 deep 
back cpurt stall—with the evi­ 
dent attempt to make the op­ 
ponents play their game. Thus, 
they open up the five-man de­ 
fense and by means of a hard 
driving dribble or a quick pass, 
they break through the scatter­ 
ed defense for a goal. 
The University of California 
has long been a leader on the 
Pacific coast. Notre Dame has 
consistently held its head high 
in the mid-west. No two teams 
could play the same game in 
more divergent styles. 
This is another way of saying 
that clever coaching and excel­ 
lent material, coupled with bas­ 
ketball brains, puts any efficient 
style in the win column. It is 
intensely interesting 
to 
meet 
these widely different styles of 
play.

We have just returned from 


the Pacific coast where ,we met 
Nibs Price's University of Cali- 
fornia basketeers in a three- 
game series. 


Blest by the perpetual Cali- 


fornia sunshine and 'endowed, 
by climate, with yearlong pos- 
sibilities of outdoor play, these 
men of the far west are truly 
more highly developed physical- 
ly than the average mid-wes- 
tern or eastern athletes. 


In reality, the 
range and 


weight of these men determine 
their style of play. The coast 
teams play a two-hand overr- 
head, hard driving four-man 
offensive 
game. 
California's 


coaches do not permit them to 
take a shot farther than twen- 
ty feet from the basket. They 
play an expert tipping game. 


Whenever the ball is loose in 


the air, near the basket, these 
elongated Californians, because 
of their superior stature, uncork 
a wizardly art of tip-ins. 


Always, their offensive men 


function with their arms above 
their heads. Even when not hi 
possession of the ball they run 
with their arms high. When re- 
ceiving a pass, they drive hard 
and meet the ball high in the 
air with a two-handed 
cklch. 


And, many times, with the ball 
still high above tiieir^ heads, 
they will return the pass or 
shoot for a goal before they 
alight. ' 


Indeed, the Califprnians' of- 


fense is not unlike a higH-grade 
combin*tiou of- volley- bail- and 


basketball. To me, it seemed a 
transition between the two. In 
volley ball, the player cannot 
catch the ball, it must be batted 
or tipped. The 
Californians 


isometimes caught the ball, but 
'more often used a quick tip- 
flip. 


Unlike the mid-western ama- 


teur teams and the eastern pro- 
fessional teams, the Californians 
have not yet learned the stalling 
game. In time, it will reach the 
coast. 


Two days prior to our de- 


parture for the Pacific coast, we 
met the 
University of Notre 


Dame in a two-game series. The 
Notre Dame, system is predicated 
on the delayed offensive 
or 


stalling tactics. They play for, a 
one point advantage and when 
this one point is secured, they 
go immediately into a'deep 
back cpurt stall—with the evi- 
dent attempt to make the op- 
ponents play their game. Thus 
they open up the five-man, de- 
fense and by means of a hard 
driving dribble or a quick pass 
they break through the scatter- 
ed defense for. a goal. 


The University of California 


'has long been a leader on ths 
Pacific coast. Notre Dame has 
consistently held its head high 
in the mid-west. No two teams 
could play the same game in 
more divergent styles."

Washington, Jan. 26—(JP>— 


With the end of the session only 
a few weeks away, the Senate 
has disposed of two of a vexing 
trip of problems that confronted 
it at the outset, Boulder Dain 
and the 
Kellogg treaty, and 


faced the third, the Cruiser con- 
struction bill, today, with the 
belief that a vote was a matter 
of only a few days at most. The 
House has disposed of appro- 
priation bills and otsher routine 
matters with only minor delays, 
and today took a recess.
